Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The specification lists EP-1 128673 however not citation of such was submitted on the PTO-1449, 
thus the examiner has considered the reference as annotated on the attached PTO-892. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claims 1-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP-1 1 128673 
(Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of EP-1 389872 and Han, US 6,175,387. 
In considering claims 1 and 7, 

a) the claimed a digital encoder... is met by encoder 116 (Figs 2c/d) 

b) the claimed a digital decoder is met by decoder 122 (Figs 2c/d) 

However, AAPA does not explicitly recite synchronizing the second analog to the first analog 
signal, nor the determining the occurrence of said time window. 

The concept of synchronization two or more signals is known in order to provide a suitable 
display. Since various signals, typically include different offset/frequency/timing intervals (i.e. 
active/inactive) video they must be synchronized in order to be displayed alternatively or at the same time 
(i.e. PIP). This concept is also evidenced as shown in EP-1 389872 which discloses the feature of 
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synchronizing the encoding operations of two video signals RGB1 and RGB2 (shown on front page), 
wherein the signals are synchronized by using the vertical and horizontal retrace periods of the signal. 

Thus is would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify AAPA with that of 
EP-1 389872 in order to provide the advantages as noted above. 

Regarding the determining the occurrence of the time window, the examienr will rely upon' Han, 
US 6,175,387 which disclsoses the concept of displaying two signals (i.e. PIP) wherein the sync 
components of each signal are used to combine the image (Figs 5-10). 

Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
modify AAPA/EP1 389872 which discloses a synchronized video apparatus, by synchronizing such 
signals by using the timing information from the respective video signals as done by Han. 

In considering claims 2-6, 

The combination above discloses the features of a sync separator/means for synchronizing 
wheren the signals derived from the sources would be high/low or not according to the received 
waverform/pattern. Regarding the CVBS signal AAPA disclsoses the reception of such signal. 

In considering claim 8, 

The system includes a selector (mux 118) which is connected (coupled) to the display via the 
decoder. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP-1 1128673 (Applicant's 
Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of EP-1 389872 
In considering claim 9, 

a) the claimed a digital encoder... is met by encoder 116 (Figs 2c/d) 

b) the claimed a digital decoder is met by decoder 122 (Figs 2c/d) 

However, AAPA does not explicitly recite synchronizing the second analog to the first analog 

signal.
